L ondon, March 28.—John Bright died 
at 8:80 o’clock Wednesday morning at 
Rochdale. 
His strength was so slight he 
was unable to rally from the dangerous 
condition reported Tuesday, and he con­ 
tinued to fail gradually until the end came, 
painlessly and quietly, as if he were sink­ 
ing into a peaceful sleep. 
His four sons 
and three daughters, who had been hastily 
summoned when Mr. Bright’s alarming 
symptoms appeared Tuesday, were present 
at his death bed. 
The death of Mr. Bright leaves a va­ 
cancy in the parliamentary representation 
for the central division of Birmingham. 
Mr. Bright was last returned as a" Liberal - 
Unionist unopposed. 
The djstrict. which 
was created in 1886 when Birmingham was 
split up into seven single-membered divi­ 
sions, has never been polled on the home 
rule question. 
Tho filling of the seat will 
now result in a most interesting contest.

P o e t 6 u ro n , Mich., March 28.—Two 
strangers went to Smith’s Creek, a small 
station about twelve miles from here, last 
evening, and engaged rooms at the Lind­ 
say house.

The latter left the botel early in 
the evening and it is supposed he came .to 
this city. 
The elder man did not appear this morn­ 
ing and the room was broken into.

No knife 
was found near, but some broken crockery 
found in the room was covered with blood, 
and it is thought that with the latter the 
deed was committed. 
In the pockets was 
found $162 in cash, but nothing to identify 
the dead. 
The authorities are making 
every effort to locate the young companion 
of the dead stranger, but so far without re­ 
sult.

became a personal and political friend of 
Richard Cobden, and 
gained distinction Es an 
orator of the Anti-Corn 
Law League, in advo­ 
cacy of which he ad­ 
dressed many public 
meetings. 
He was 
elected a 
member of Parliament 
for the city of Dunham 
in 1843, and was re­ 
turned for Manchester 
JOHN b rig h t. 
in 1847. 
Cobden and Bright became tho 
principal leaders of the Manchester school, 
or party, which was not identified with 
either of the great political parties, but 
advocated a pacific foreign policy and elec­ 
toral reform. 
Mr. Bright was defeated in 
the election of 1857 because he had op­ 
posed the 
Crimean war, but he was 
elected 
tho same year 
by the Lib­ 
eral voters of Birmingham, which city he 
continued to represent for many years. 
During the great war in the United States 
he expressed his sympathy for the Union’s 
cause in several eloquent speeches. 
After 
the reform bill of Russell and Gladstone 
had been rejected by the House of Commons 
in 1866 Mr. Bright advocated the cause of 
electoral reform by vehement speeches at 
immense public meetings in London, Man­ 
chester, Birmingham and other places. 
Referring to these speeches the European 
Times remarked: 
“ In all Mr. Bright’s 
previous career he has never put forth 
such extraordinary power, such Howls of 
the very highest order of eloquence on the 
great question of the day, as during the 
last four months.” 
In 1807 the friends of reform triumph**} 
and procured the passage of a bill grant­ 
ing the right of suffrage to every house­ 
holder in a borough. 
Mr. Bright entered 
the cabinet formed by Mr. Gladstone in 
1868, as president of the board of trade, 
and resigned the office on account of ill- 
health in May, 1871. 
When Gladstone re­ 
turned to j)ower in 1880 Mr. Bright be­ 
came Chancellor of the duchy of Lancaster, 
but resigned in 1882, when the government 
began war in Egypt. 
His separation 
from the bulk of the Liberal party on tho 
Irish 
question is the 
only 
incident 
in (his career which really dimmed its 
splendor. 
He had always been an un­ 
compromising champion of Irish wrongs 
and justified turbulence and disorder in 
view of the treatment of the nation by the 
government until the franchise bill brought 
eighty-six Irish members into the House, 
when he became completely alienated from 
the cause and proved one of the most 
powerful opponents to Mr. Gladstone’s 
scheme of Home rule. 
Mr. Bright was 
married in 1839 to Elizabeth Prlestman of 
Newcastle. 
His wife died in 1841 and he 
was afterward married in 1849, to Mar­ 
garet Leathern, daughter of a banker of 
Wakefield. 
He leaves four sons and three 
daughters.

GOOD NEW S FOR BOOMERS. 


Th* P resident Issue* H is Proclam ation 
Throwing Open O klahom a Land*. 
W a sh in q t o x, March 27. —The President 
has issued a proclamation opening to settle­ 
ment under the recent acts of Congress the 
lands in the Indian Territory ceded to the 
United States by the Creek and Seminole 
Indians. 
By the terms of the proclamation 
the lands are only open to home stead entry, 
and sections 16 and 36 in each township 
are reserved for public school purposes. 
The proclamation goes into effect on A pril 
22 at noon, and all persons are warned not 
to enter upon or occupy any of said lands 
before that time under penalty of being 
forever debarred from acquiring any lands 
or rights therein. 
The lands comprise ail 
the western half of the Creek nation and 
that portion of the Seminole nation ceded 
to tho United States by the treaty of June 
14, 1866. 
The commissioner of the general land 
office has Lssucd an order establishing two 
land offices in the Oklahoma territory. 
Tho officer for the western district is to be 
located at Kingfisher’s stage station and 
for the eastern district a t k Guthrie. 
The 
two districts are divided by the range line 
running through the territory north and 
south between ranges 3 and 4 west of In­ 
dian meridian. 
Each district contains ap­ 
proximately the same number of tow n­ 
ships.

law school of tho university, from which 
he retired after a brief stay to accept a 
commission as captain of tho United States 
arm y and assistant adjutant-general on 
the staff of Gen. Grant. 
Ho witnessed the 
fall of Petersburg and tho pursuit and cap­ 
ture of Lee’s army. 
After Petersburg was 
evacuated he was sent back with an escort 
to bring his father, tho President, up to 
the front. 
He was a t Appom attox aud witnessed 
the surrender of Leo. 
Tho next day he 
started with Gen. G rant for City Point. 
A rriving at the James river they took a 
steamer for Washington, and reached that 
city April 14, the day of the assassination. 
Robert was first to give tho President per­ 
sonal news of the surrender of the Con­ 
federate army. 
The murder of his father 
threw on young Lincoln tho responsibility 
of the management of the affairs of the 
family. 
After the funeral he left W ash­ 
ington with his mother, without waiting to 
witness tho grand review, and hastened to 
Chicago, where he was admitted to the bar 
in 1867. 
He was an elector on the Republican 
ticket of Illinois ami was appointed trustee 
of tho Illinois Central railroad by the Gov­ 
ernor. 
Ho was at Springfield in the office 
of Gov. Cullom in 1881 when ho received 
the uews of his selection as Secretary of 
W ar. 
His administration of the W ar De­ 
partm ent was eminentlyjsuccessful. 
He re­ 
mained in office through tho A rthur admin­ 
istration. 
He was married in 1868 to 
Mary Harlan, a daughter of ex-Senator 
H arlan of Iowa. 
He has three children—a 
girl born in 1869, a boy in 1873, and a girl 
in 187.5. 


M urat Halstead was born Sept. 2, 1829, 
a t Ross, Butler county, Ohio, and spent his 
m inority on a form. 
A t 18 he began 
writing for newspa­ 
pers, and his first suc­ 
cesses were gained in 
the lightest kind of 
fiction 
and 
most 
; ‘gushing sentiment. ’ ’ 
In 1851 Mr. Halstead 
finished his schooling 
at Farm ers’ college, 
near Cincinnati, dc- 
ci led to study law, 
and got tired of it 
very soon, then start­ 
ed a Sunday pai>er, 
of 
wihch 
only 
two 
numbers were 
to whatever 
local 
or general work he could got to do on The 
Enquirer, Tiio Columbian aud Great West 
and other 
papers. 
Ho 
was knocking 
around pretty lively for two or three years 
and getting the use of himself; but early in 
1853 he found his fitting place as manager 
of a department in the Ci ncinnati Commer­ 
cial. 
In 1854 he acquired a small interest 
in the paper and its columns soon began to 
show that young blood was at work. 
Dur­ 
ing the next twelve years the “ good will” 
of the paper increased more than fourfold in 
value, and in 1866 it was ranked as one of 
the most influential papers in the West. 
Thereafter he had practical control of the 
paper, and its advance was still more rapid 
for a few years. 
As a manager Mr. H al­ 
stead completely reorganized the collection 
of news, always had some ambitious am a­ 
teur “ on tap” in every country town in 
Ohio and Indiana, watching for some Item 
important enough to be 
“ w ritten up for 
Halstead.”

to be able to adjourn Wednesday or Thurs­ 
day of next week. 


S p r in g f ie l d , 111., March 28.—The stock 
yards fight was precipitated in the House 
Wednesday morning, and for a time it 
was hot and furious. 
Mr. Paddock’s bill 
to place stock yards under the control of 
the board of railroad and warehouse com­ 
missioners was up on second reading, and 
Mr. Hoppin offered an amendment to give 
the authority to tho live stock commission. 
This instantly aroused Mr. Paddock, who 
Inquired of Mr. Hoppin if he “ introduced 
that proposition as a friend or an enemy 
of the bill. 
Mr. Hoppin said he presented 
it as a m atter of right and justice 
Mr. 
Paddock contended that it was unfriendly 
and that it was just w hat the stock yards 
people wanted. 
This caused a w arm per­ 
sonal controversy between the two men 
which was unintelligible to a m ajority of 
the members, and the Speaker pro tem 
Mr. Crafts, was comj>elled to call them to 
order.

The farm ers found 
themselves in the m ajority and undertook 
to amend tho bill by tacking on an amend­ 
ment fixing rates of charges for yardage 
similar to those contained in the Jones bill. 
Finally a motion to postpone the wholo 
subject until April 3 was carried. 
Mr. Wisner was kno ked out for tho 
third time with 
his pool bill. 
While 
Speaker Matthews was in the chair Mr. 
Wisner endeavored to get his measure 
back from the table. 
After some parley­ 
ing the Speaker indicated to him that 
there were two ways in which he could 
reach his point. 
One was to move a re­ 
consideration of tho approval of the jo u r­ 
nal of Friday; the other was to move to 
put the bill on the calendar. 
The Speaker 
said he thought the latter course was pref­ 
erable, because it was bad business to 
meddle with the record of proceedings 
when there was no flagrant or fatal error. 
Mr. JWisner could not take this broad hint, 
however, and moved to reconsider the a p ­ 
proval. 
He was defeated, of course, be­ 
cause be did not get two-thirds in its favor, 
while the other motion could have carried 
by a mere m ajority.

He is at once the aim of 
good-natured jest and the mainstay, in 
many cases, of the very men who enjoy 
poking fun at him. 
lf Bam has any social qualities it is not 
known that they have been discovered. He 
jfi a member, it is true, of almost all the 
Musical clubs in the city, such os the 
Aschenbroedel, the Musicians’ Protective 
tmion, and other organizations whoso pur­ 
pose is the recuring of the highest compen­ 
sation possible and the care of the unfor­ 
tunate members of‘tho profession; but he 
naldom, if ever, meets his fellow-members 
in a social way either at the club houses or 
in the beer cellars where musicians, espe­ 
cially Germans, love to congregate after 
performances for recreation, gossip, aud 
mild dissipation. 
It may be said truthfully that Mr. Bern­ 
stein is in music for the money there is in 
it. There are, doubtless, many other per­ 
formers, and composers, too, who look 
upon their art in tho same light, but there 
are few who have the faculty of com­ 
bining artistic work and business enter­ 
prise. 
If Mr. Bernstein were not emi­ 
nently a business man, ha would take a 
high rank as an artist, for he is a com­ 
poser of no mean ability. 
Some of his 
works have been published, and some are 
retained in manuscript, the greater part 
of them being wholly unidentified with his 
name, for it is said that he usually writes 
over a pseudonym and seldom uses the 
same pseudonym twice. 
Another curious feature of his musical 
works is the fact, which is vouched for by 
those who have watched his career most 
closely, that there is not one orchestral 
piece of his in which the kettledrum is used 
at all. 
Sigmund Bernstein was born in 1844 at 
Paderborn, Westphilia, Germany. His peo­ 
ple were musicians, but it is not believed 
that they were of unusual talent or more 
than ordinary prosperity. 
At all events, 
when he came to New York in 1852 he was 
poor, and was glad to begin earning his 
living at once, in spite of his extreme 
youth. 
Almost as 
soon as he could 
use this hands 
he 
had 
been taught 
to play. 
Soon after his arrival in this 
country he obtained a position among the 
first violins of the old Chambers Street 
theater, where Billy Burton was at that 
time playing a long engagement 
When 
the writer met Mr. Bernstein a few days 
ago, almost the first question put to the 
musician was an inquiry as to why he had 
given up the violin for the more modest 
drums. 
The answer conveyed the secret of 
Bernstein’s career. 
“Because,” he said, “ I found that there 
was more money to be made out of drum 
playing. 
There was less demand at that 
time for violins 
than for drums and 
specialty instruments. 
Therefore, I took 
up tho study of drums and have played 
them ever since, though for several years 
after I bogan I performed upon almost 
every specialty instrument that came to 
hand, such as the xylophone, metallaphone, 
glockenspiel, and the like. 
Solos upon 
these instruments are most acceptable be­ 
tween the acts of a dramatic performance, 
and in my youngei days I compoed a great 
deal of music for them.” 
In other words, Mr. Bernstein havirg 
observed that there was a demand for 
special musical features and seeing bush 
ness 
in it, 
cultivated and encouraged 
tho demand by 
supplying 
novelties! 
not only in the way 
of 
introducing 
new instruments 
with 
strange effect, 
but in writing music for them. 
If he had 
not written new pieces the public might 
have grown tired of the old ones and his 
occupation would have been gone. 
So he 
kept up the interest in his own department 
by continually supplying new matter for it. 
In the course of time Mr. Bernstein saw 
another means of fortune in the way of se­ 
curing positions for idle performers. That 
he could do this at all was nndobutedly due 
to his faithfulness and entire trustworthi­ 
ness as a member ai the orchestra, so that 
any one whom he should recommend to a 
director 
would 
be 
rather likely to 
secure a position. 
Many an unfortunate 
player was glad to pay Bernstein a com­ 
mission out of his wages for the services 
that had been rendered to 
him 
by 
securing him a place to earn a living. 
It 
eventually got so that all performers who 
were out of a job applied to Sam for re­ 
lief, aud many a director who needed a 
complete orchestra or certain portions of 
one applied also to Sam to secure him one, 
and Mr. Bernstein contentedly took the 
tribute from both sides for the work that 
ha did for them. 
Th# actors' Rialto in New York. or, It 
other words, the sidewalk along tnt wrath 


side of Union Square, has become nation­ 
ally known. Man^ a straggling performer 
bas picked up an engagement there. 
Man­ 
agers and agents when short-handed know 
just where to go to find professional 
people who are enjoying an enforced 
vacation. 
There is also in New York a 
musicians' Rialto, although it has not 
become generally known.
